CATCHING SHAD. 


Visitors at the fishery are very many, 


especially the ladies, both young and old, 
and when they depart for their homes you 
hear them all talking at a great rate of 
the wonderful things they have seen. The 
first object which attracts the attention 
is the whitewashed cabins, plain and 
comfortable looking. Then there are the 
men, twenty-five or thirty, all going to 
and fro-carrying baskets of flan. You all 
see them carry a basket of big ones, the 
shad, into the fish bouse; you go in too, 
ana see them wash the fish and stand them 
up along the aides of the building, making 
a bright silvery row. You come out of 
the building and look towards the river 
and seo there two lines of men all pulling 
hard on a rope—they are making a haul of 
the net which if you wait for an hour you 
will see drawn ashore with its load of live- 
ly jumping fish. All of these ore scooped 
out into a boat and brought to the fish 
cabin. 
That which will chiefly hold your atten- 


tion is the herring, which are caught by 
the boat load. First the Berring are 
scaled. This is a simple process—just 
throw a few handsful of sand over a pile 
of fish and jump on top of tUe mass and 
tread away. Then the fish are cleaned 
and washed. The cleaning is fun for the 
boys who are experts at the art. There s 
a flash of the knife and a scrape out and 
it's all over.

GHOYDCH TROLLEY WINS. / 


SUPREME COURT URCIDES IN KAVOB OF TUB NE- 
8HAM1KY XLEVATKO HOAD—BSVKN YEARS LITI- 
GATION CNDEJ). 


Tbe long drawn out battle between the 


trolley interests and the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road company over the laying of the tracks 
at Croyden was ended on Mouday by the 
decision of the Supreme Court of Pennsyl- 
vania. The decision puts at au end the 
celebrated cases which have been pending in 
the local and Supreme courts for seven years. 


The decision, which was rendered by Jus- 


tice Potter permits a syndicate of passenger 
railway companies to connect their lines 
through Bucks county and to supply a miss- 
ing link which is necessary for the. comple- 
tion of their roail from the city limits to New 
York by way of Trenton. The decision also 
affirms the constitutionality of Fount-Emery 
Railway act of 1901, and holds that the Ne- 
shaminy Elevated Railway Company has the 
right of eminent domain against the Perm 
sylvania, Railroad and Henry L, Gaw. 


HISTORY OF LITIGATION. 


Tbe litigation began in 189ti, when Ihe 


Philadelphia and Bristol Passenger Railway 
Company was formed to build a street pass- 
euger railway from Torresda'e to Bristol. 
This company was prevented from building 
around Croydon Station by Mr. (Jaw and the 
I'eunsylvauia Railroad Company. 


Soon after the passage of the Focht-Emery 
ot, in 1901, Ihe franchise of these trolley 
ompauies were, under the 
direction of 


George Quintard Horwils, purchased by a 
yndicale, aud an elevated railway'charter 
was obtained. 
Work was at once begun in 


he re-equipping of the old Philadelphia and 
Jristel Passenger llailway Company and the 
changing of the horse lino into an electric 
road. 
A portion of land was put chased from 


he Negus estate.aud the, electric roai pushed 
on down to Croydon Station, where tlie op- 
position of Mr. Gaw a,nd the Pennsylvania 
Railroad still prevented tbe conueclitig of the 
ine from ilie east. 


In September, 1901, these two lines were 


consolidated, and at the same time the syn- 
dicate procured a charier for a line from 
Bristol to Trenton. The ohaiter for » line 
trom Trenton to New York had already been 
obtained. 
Shortly after this, condemnation 


proceedings were begun untler the Focht- 
Buiery act, aud a, petition was filed in the 
Bucks County Court to allow the filing of a 
bond to compensate any one who might be 
injured by the building of the road.

Tbe 
Pennsylvania Railtoad Company first at- 
tempted, by force, to prevent this, and sub- 
sequenlly filed a bill in equity in tho Bucks 
County Court to restrain the building of the 
road. The conslitutionalily of the act of 
1901 was attacked. A preliminary injunc- 
tion was granted, but Judge Yerkes dissolved 
it, upholding the argument of the counsel of 
the Neshammy Elevated Railway Company 
that the act of Assembly was entirely con- 
stitutional, and that the railway bad a right 
to condemn. The case was appealed to the 
Supreme Couit, aud was argued in February 
last.In dismissing the appeal on Monday Judge 
Toiler used these words: 


"It would have been entirely competent 


for tbe Legislature to have coufcired upon 
existing street r*ilway companies the power 
of eminent domaiu, in which case tl.e reason 
for the continuance of the injunctions for- 
merly granted would have ceased. The 
Legislature did not, however, see fit to at- 
lenipt this simple aud obvious remedy for a 
oondition of affairs which has grown bur- 
densome to people of many localities in the 
State. It did, however, confer ihe right of 
eminent domain upon corporations organized 
as is the appellee under the act of June 7, 
ISM."

Grl- 
mnhli tlrs.t appeared at Sadler's Wells 
theater, «herc he played the part of n 
monkey. He was actively engaged on 
the stage for forty-nine years, and at 
the doie of his career he took n bene- 
flt at Drury Lane theater, which real- 
ized nearly £000. He also received £100 
from the Drury Lane fund. This was 
in June, 1828. He died in 1837 and was 
buricil In tUetuurcbyard of St. 3ames' 
ehnp< l(..P(»Uonvllle Hill.
